Request of 1975 graduates of Loyola B.Sc. Programme for

Chairman informed Council that this special meeting had 
been called in the expectation that the report of the ad 
hoc committee established through Motions 75-96-21 and 
22 would be available for consideration. 


Professor Hamblin informed Council that he was not prepared 
to present the Committee's report at this time as it had 
not yet reached the Loyola members of Council.

NDG Application in Building Engineering 


Chairman informed Council that draft 3 of this application 
was now complete and would be submitted to the Rector and 
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Vice-Rector (Academic) on 1 April 1975. He drew Council's 
attention to Doc. EFC 75-99-1 which contained his recom- 
mendations with respect to the proposed research programme 

in Building Engineering. He noted, in response to questions, 
that the scope of the proposed research programme was linked 
to the approval by the Council of Universities of the 
proposed undergraduate programme in Building Engineering.
